This can be attributed to building new 


streets, more especially to High street that runs from the 
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town hall past the new school building to Emerson street. 
With the completion of our high school building this street 
became necessary and, acting upon a very strong petition, we 
laid out and built this, as well as Emerson street, which 
runs from Merrill street to Highland. While there was 
some doubt as to the advisability of building High street 
farther west than the creamery, we needed the grade that 
could be obtained there and all rights to land damage on 
that portion of the street being waived, it could be built 
now at very little expense. We trust that the tax payers 
will agree with us in thinking that this is money well in- 
vested as heretofore we have had practically no house lots to 
offer those contemplating making a home with us, while now 
there are upwards of fifty that can be obtained at a reason- 
able price, which means more houses, and soon our new 
streets will be filled with taxable property.
